The tour will be climaxed In No- 
vember, when Stevenson has prom- 
ised to tell whether he- will run 
again lor the presidency, 

Stevenson's Look article attacked 
the Elsenhower administration on a 
broad front. It Hated "serious fail- 
ures," one at them "the anxiety at 
home and the lost conlldencc 
abroad that reslilCed from trying to 
please both wings of the Republli 
party." 

The Snow letter wsi relen.ied on 
the third anniversary dt the riii'' 
tlonal plowing contest at Kasson In 
which both Stevenson and Mr. EI- 
acnha wee stated-th clc-Iarm-poUdcs. 

"Slncef that dny three years ago,

It happens in many arenas or American 
life. For instance, on the baseball Held where 
once-choelesa lads from the hill country hear 
the cheers of city crowds In their cars. On 
the movio lota, where former waitresses cari 
and do win Academy awards. Or, now, on 
television. 

Sometimes the fame is fleeting, sometimes 
cnduriner. Nowhere else in the world does it 
seem to come 50 often" to so many, with such 
Burprlse. It la a marlc of the buoyancy and 
flowing quality of American living. 

yet, for all of this, there is danger in It, 
too. Not Just for the individual, whose char- 
acter may not always be sturdy enough to 
withstand the buffetings of fame. There may 
be danger for everyone. 

01 late we have shown a too great .ten- 
dency to endow our individual success stories 
with a slick, promotional, stuht-Uke quality 
that cheapens and can corrupt. 

Take the case of Oino Frato^ the humble 
little Bronx shoemaker who won $32,000 on 
TV answerlns questions about opera. In his 
several appearances on TV, Olno won the 
hearts of mlUlona of viewers by his gentle, 
modest sincerity. ( 
If he is the man he seemed to be,'he will 
hold to thoftc quolUies. But In the light of 
what Is happening to him. It will not be easy. 
Tor example: 

One of his fondest wishes was to return to 
Italy to see his g2-yeaT-old father. He got 
"ttiat 'Bfl8h!."'But the "send-off glven-hlm-must- 
have shaken him a bit. ■ 

A famous restaurant tossed a big affair 
with Olno as guest of honor.

Major attention on hurricane and flood re- 
' lief from Washington has been focused on the 
K big projects. But the plight of the tittle vie- 
1*11 tlma of storm damage Is equally li^ortant. 
1 And. what con be done for them'is not well 
' understood. 

- Thls-ls where small-buslness-aqmlnlstra- 
' tlon and farmers! home administration dlsoS' 
] ter loans and federal housing administration 
' insurance on private mortgage loans comes In 

' to the picture. 

Their general pu^pose is to put people who 
have suffered' storm losses back Into the con- 
dition they were in before the disaster struck. 

This is humanitarian all right, and it may 
be paternalism. But these are not gifts or 
grants that the government hands out, They 
are loans that have to be repaid. And' there 
is no getting around the fact that although 
all storm victims may be restored to pfievious 
' comfort, they may still be left saddled with 
debts they did not have before. 

Disaster loans terms are most favorable. 
In general they are-3 per cent loans for 10 to 
20 years. 

There is one type of 'disaster victim which 
. .government loans cannot help. A typical case 
would be a retired couple living on a pension 
In their own home which i^ paid for. Since 
the government can make only loans that 
.have a good chance of repayment, it can't 
help here. 

Cases of this kind must be turned over to 
the Red Cross or community relief. This is 
— wbydontttiDnsTnthclreraergencyrcllcffunds 
are warranted for long-term aid jis well as 
first aid. \

The American battle monuments 
commission Insists on stating that 
"American and BrIUsh forces on 
Jan. 31, 1014. attempted to out- 
flank the Oermans by landing at 
Anzlo behind the enemy l|nes." The 
purpose was to relieve pressure ~ 
■ le 1 
the south. 

The -attack tolled and "Winston 
Churchill sold that Instead 
throvtnft a. clowlnR vlldcot onla 
the beach tho allies beached 
stranded whale. The pressure 
the main line wos not relieved. 

"Finally." the commission's di 
umcnt says, "in May. the allies 
broke through the southern front. 
! dissolved the opposition at Anilo 
and, on June 4, entered Rome.'' 

So, actually, a foray Intended to 
relieve the main line was neutralised 
until It was relieved by the peopli 
whom It was Intended'to relieve. Al' 
teg ether, considering as well the 
quality ot the planning at Snlemo 
where, the original landing on the 
boot almost was thrown back Inte 
the sea. American generalship In 
lUly was bad. 

General Al Oruenther, one of 
Elsenhower's satellites now In com- 
mand at NATO outside , Paris, 
planned Salerno and It was almost 10 
days betoro Oen. Mark Clack wax 
willing W dismiss the navy; cstob- 
lUh himself ashore and accept the 
responsibility. Thcrcalter. ns Clark 
bitterly complained In his memoirs, 
Roosevelt and Elsenhower took 'his 
fifth army away from hhn and 
it te the French Riviera te chose the 
Oerman ulcer corps, composed of sick 
end otherwise second-rate soldiers, 
back te Oermany. 

Clark wanted to rush up Inte the 
Balkans. But Roosevelt was deter- 
mlned.nol_to Interfere wlth.the Rus-.

He could nod but he could not 
shake. 

Rnlph Manclnl. Raton, N. M.,

Be. and. other-Americans 
obviously feel that by calling this 
battle "An£lo" a denial Is put upon 
the Americans who actually went 
through hell In Nettuno. which Is 
almost unknown to hlsWry. The Brit- 
ish, of course, caught hell, teo, and 
they hove more than 100 dead la 
their own little pateh outside Anslo. 
There, ngnln. the count of graves Is 
no measure of the casualties. 

'Gen. LuCWin K. Truscotl, who com- 
manded nt Anx I o -Nettuno, explained 
that. Dnyway,.he dld pln down o-lot 
ot German troops. However, some ot 
them'wero hauled all the way from 
Yugoslavia and very few were sub- 
tracted from iKa forces resisting the 
advance up the twot from the south, 
He Is nevertheless rcgiu-ded by lome 
ot our most respecUble soldiers as a 
very good general. 

Manclnl said that soon after Sal- 
erno, Germfin prisoners ot war sold 
our people were so contused that we 
confused them. And he said the Oer- 
mans were so tar Inland from Nei- 
tuno-Anr.lo that tor 2< hours there 
was no opposition and there kere 
only two American casualties, both 
accldenUl.

Care of Your Children 



By ANGELO PATRI 



BcRln the way you Intend to 
follow to the end" Is a fine rule for 
parents and leaclicrs. When there 
1.1 n flrat tlma for anything, try to 
have It according lo a well-laid 
plnn. If the child is not Introduced 
to a new way. a new food, a new 
kind of life In the rlRht way, tils 
teacher or his mother will have 
trouble getting bnck-to-the proper 
tnslilon, 

Tlie first day In- school Is about 
the most Important day of the 
term for all school children re- 
gardless of Ihelr grades. That day Is 
the day the teacher sets the plan 
for the term and Indicates to. the 
pupils tlie where and what and 
when ol their program. 
" Tile mechanics of IhiTcIassroom. 
meaning Its routined ways, such ns 
movements about the room so as to 
cause the least possible contuslcn 
and friction, the disposal ol clolh- 
Ing. books and materials, lighting 
and ventllntion. cleanliness and or- 
der, and all such basic ways, should 
be Set 'thfe'Tlrst day and the pro- 
gram followed aj it is to b« fol- 
lowed every day afterward. 

Should these seemingly mattcr- 
of-coutso orrnngcmenta be left to 
sort out themselves, there will be 
disorder, uneasiness, nnd a waste of 
lime and energy. A bit ot planning, 
a brief explanation to the.class.-A 
dcmonslralion of the situation by 
the clnss. and the plan so that the 
Imporlant malter ol teaching and 
learning may go on as smoothly as 
possible for' the term. 

This Is a good home practice too. 
As soon as a child can help him- 
self to dress, alter being helped and 
taught the practice, he is lo be held 
to Ihe plan taught him from the 
beginning. Once he learns that hia 
meals are scrve<l at a set time, he 
is held to ihnt schedule. All the 
practices ot an ordered home are 
set early In the Uvea ol the chil- 
dren so ihey learn to tit Into a plan 
that makes life easier tor them. 

The mother who Is sending 
child to liLs first day in school 
should begin the night before by 
helping to lay out his clothes, aet- 



tlnx out what he Is lo lake with 
him (making that as little as pos- 
alblel and sendlns hlm-lo-bed-wlUi 
a feeling ot readiness nnd hope for 
the morning. That plan, carried 
along throuEh the years, will be a 
wonderful help to both the school- 
child and his mother, to say noth- 
ing ot the teacher.
